WASHINGTON", March 1. — The 


American Legion in asking that the 
adjusted condensation bill be passed 
•wants it clearly understood that this 
legislation originated with congress. 
At the request of congress the Legion 
worked out from a great number of 
those suggested the present five fold 
compensation bill. 


The Legion feels that 
by 
such 


constructive features as those which 
embody farm and home aid, voca- 
tional training, land reclamation and 
settlement and paid 
up 
insurance, 


recognition from the government for 
the veterans service would add to the 
service man's ability to become a 
more constructive citizen. 
The Le- 


gion still feels that way. 


The adjusted pay or cash feature al- 


lowing forty per cent, more than any 
of the other options was framed 
to 


care for the man, who be&iuse of, un- 
employment or ill fortune, would not 
ibe able to take advantage 
of 
the 


others. 


The cost to tho 
government 
has 


l>een in a great many financial jour- 
nals, grossly exaggerated. Were half 
of the men to choose the cash feature 
it would exceed §400.000.0i)0 the first 
year. This is no extraordinary 
cost 


on the government. 
What is more, 


the money is not going to vanish. It 
will be turned into the business of the 
community and with that put into 
homes, farms, education, skilled pro- 
fessions and employment which land 
reclamation calls for, it is all going 
to help build up the economic fabric 
of the nation. 


The Legion feels this to be a just 


obligation. 
The offering of a man's 


life and his services with the colors 
at least should receive equal consid- 
eration with the services of contract- 
ing railroad and shipping 
interests. 


These have been or are being paid, 
but the obligation to the veteran still 
remains and will remain until some 
adjustment Is made. 
Whenever and 


wherever the question has been put 
to the people, they have answered in 
a way no one could misunderstand. 


In asking for the passage the Le- 


gion feels that it is only urging the 
fulfillment of promises liberally made, 
hut hesitatingly carried out. We be- 
lieve the nation wants the great ox- 
service population to feel that they 
deserve and shall have fair play and 
a square deal. _Their demands will 
never be presented by the American 
Legion.

New Moscow. His parents were Wil- 
liam and 
.Tano (McClannahan) Mc- 


Donald, both natives of Muskingum-co 
and both of Scotch descent. 


With the exception of the past five 


years during which he has made his 
home In Conesville, ho was a lifelong 
resident of New Moscow. At the age 
of 16 years he enlisted in Company 
II, 80 regiment, O. V. I. in the North- 
ern army. 
This was in 18C4. 
He 


served until the end of the Civil war. 


He was married to Miss 
Rachael 


Markley, September 7, 1S71. To this 
union there were born five children. 
The following three of that number 
survive: William McDonald, of north 
Second-st; Stacy McDonald, of Cones- 
villc and Mrs. Philetus Wright, 
of 


New Moscow. 


lie was a staunch Republican 
in 


politics, and while never an 
office 


seeker, he served as township trustee 
in Vlrginia-tp, elected to that office 
by friends who realized that his opin- 
ions were ever free from bias or per- 
sonal prejudice.

ISSOURI is in the throes of a constitutional convention. 


There as elsewhere, thc burning issue is that of taxation 


and many are the proposals submitted calculated to relieve the 
state of the inequalities of the existing system. 
jt jr.ay hp stated incidentally that Missouri is afflicted with 


the same archaic tax laws that penalize industry and .place u 
premimum on sloth, indolence and land speculation as is Ohio.i 
The same interests that throttle every effort looking to a funda- 
mental reform in taxation are in control in Missouri that are in 
control here. 
, 
Those who would make socially created values bear the en- 


tire burden of taxation are not permitted any more latitude in 
Missouri than they were in Ohio in the constitutional convention 
of 1912. The idea that the public creates values more than suf- 
ficient to maintain all public revenues is apparently not yet' 
strong enough in Missouri to place in the proposed new consti-, 
tution a really sane and just taxation clause. 
^

But Missouri is making progress. It was the home of tne, 


lamented William Marion Reedy, whose remarkable writings in, 
his once invaluable magazine, Reedy's Mirror, form a legacy of j 
inestimable value to the tax literature of the world. The state i 
also has at least one newspaper, The St. Louis Post Dispatch, I 
which is liberal in the best sense of the word and is not afraid j 
to tell the truth in economic matters. 
i 
In its issue of February 25 The Post Dispatch pays its re-| 


spects to the specious proposals on taxation of one of the dele- 
gates to the constitutional convention in the following enlight- 
ening editorial: 


"If a taxation proposal now being advocated and circulated among 


constitutional convention delegates by one of the delegates at large 
should be adopted the new Constitution would mark a long step 
backward in taxation rather than forward. C. M. Shartel of Neosho, 
an attorney and former Congressman, would abolish real cotato taxa- 
tion for State purposes and raise all State revenues from Income, in- 
heritance, license and franchise taxes. 
He would tax all Incomes 


above S1500 for married men and $1100 for single persons at an equal 
rate and without exemptions. 


"This system, he says, would relieve the small farmer and the city 


real estate owner of paying any State taxes unless they had income 
sufficient to pay Income taxes. It would relieve nobody but the land 
speculator, who already bears less than his due share of taxes In pro- 
portion to benefits received, and it would make thc citizen of. modest 
Income pay the bulk of State revenues. 


"Let no farmer be deceived by this specious proposal. The farm- 


ers of North Dakot«,took the right tack on farm taxation when they 
forced thru a law exempting farm Improvements. 
This is In line 


with the principle of the single tax, which is to remove the burden 
from human enterprise and place it upon land to smoke out the specu- 
j 


lator and the IcJIc land profiteer. A similar system has been In effect

on farm propertieo In Western Canada for many years, and the farm-

"Real estate dealers, owners of vacant city lots and office building

sites, speculators, tax dodgers and privilege seekers should stand as a 
unit behind Mr. Sbartei'e propostion. It would raise the value of

And so long as laborers, whether in factory or 
office, whether in city or country, are exploited by indefensible 
systems of taxation, their buying capacity is lessened to the ex- 
tent of the exploitation and the price of crops and live stock' 
cannot possibly be as high as it should and otherwise'would. 


The shrewd exploiters arc forever holding before the 


American farmer the importance of hazy and nebulous "foreign 
markets," while the greatest of all markets, the American buy- 
ing public, is bound hand and foot by vexatious and unjust tax 
laws. What we need is less law and more freedom to trade. 
What we are getting is restrictive legislation piled sky high, the 
ultimate burden of which rests on the back of our "legitimate 
farming and manufacturing interests. 


It is about time our fanning population is beginning to see 


the vital distinction between land areas and land values. No 
one proposes or ever has proposed to tax land. The single rax 
proposes to tax LAND VALUES, on the assumption that where 
the benefits of government are greatest there land values aro 
highest. People who have at their very doors police and lire 
protection, sanitary sewers, churches and schools, paved streets, 
frequent mail delivery and all the other conveniences of urban 
life receive the most from government and should nav thc most 
for it. 
' * 


Rural populations remote from these and many other con- 


veniences of modern life should not pay as much'{"or govern- 
mental support, but under the existing'system of taxation do 
pay for these things out of all proportion to what they gel in 
return. In other words, land value is purely a socially"created 
value. It is highest where there are the'most people, and 
where there are the most people there is tho most wealth. Lar.ii 
on the Island of Manhattan sells at thc rate of from $20,000 000 
to $35,0000,000 an acre. 


There are between twenty-five and thirty million acres of 


land in the state of Ohio, yet in thc ten first cities of the state 
resides more than two-thirds of the land value. It should be 
evident at a, glance to the discerning farmer why he is taxed out 
of all proportion to the benefits ho is receiving from govern- 
ment. He is being taxed—exploited—for the benefits tho other 
fellow is receiving, yet by the most deceptive propaganda he is 
made to believe his interests are identical with those of the ex- 
ploiters. 
' ' 


The question for the Ohio or thc American fanner to ans- 


wer is, how soon will he be able to realize the fact that he is not 
a land owner, but a land worker and that the system of taxation 
which he tolerates is responsible for nine-tenths of his eco- 
nomic ills.

Chicago has not had any epidemic 


of smallpox, nor did tho health de- 
partment at any time order the pack- 
ers to ceaue lodging men in their 
plants.

Health Service, which watches epidem- 
ics nml other sanitary conditions all 
uvcr the country, made the follow Ins 
siatemoni In i;s leport for the week 
of November i,'o.
